He then talked freely for half 
an h our with reporters detailing his 
experiences with the British a uth or ­ 
ities and with Ambassador Van Dyke 
who took up his passport when he a r ­ 
rived a t The Hague and gave him a n­ 
oth er that paved th e way for bis re ­ 
turn to this country. H e stated e m ­ 
phatically that lie would not knowing­

The y oung millionaire was 
k eeping his promise made to Mother 
Jones last winter to visit Colorado 
and see conditions for himself as they 
really exist. He immediately began an 
investigation of tin1 various coal min­ 
ing camps in the southern fields con­ 
trolled l» v tin* Colorado Fuel and iron 
company . 
Get» Dinner With Miners. 


Ho sat down and ate dinner with 
coal diggj rs at 
the camp hoarding 
liouse at Her wind, just to see what 
k ind of food was nerved to tin* men. 
Later he talk ed to a dust begrimed 
mine foreman. He did not introduce 
himself to this man nor did the miners 
at the boarding house k now who was 
the Serious fa ifd y oung man who was 
eating at the same table with them. 
Later on. however, Mr. Rock efeller 
did break his resolve to learn things 
incognito. It was at Borvrin where lie 
sat for half an hour in the morning 
on the porch of a tumbled down shack 
of the Berwind Coal Mining company 
and talk ed with Hun Morelli, repre­ 
sentative of the local miners In this 
Colorado 
Fuel 
and 
Iron 
company 
camp. 
"Look here, Mr, Morelli," said Mr. 
Rock efeller, "I want to have a heart- 
to heart talk with y ou. Just forget 
that I am a 
wealthy 
man arid talk 
frank ly to me as y ou would to any of 
y our brother miners. I believe this 
tiling of labor and capital fighting is 
all wrong. 1 am devoting tin* biggest 
part 
of 
my time to bringing about 
peace between labor and capital and 
I want y ou to tell me frank ly what 1 
can do to help m tte rs in this camp.” 


New Sy stem Helps So me. 
Mr. Morelli told Mr. Slvick efelier that 
the new sy stem inaugurated by Presi­ 
dent Wellborn of the Colorado Fuel 
anl Iron company was proving an ex­ 
cellent help to tin* men in the mines. 
Mr. W ellborn’s plan is for the miners 
to elect one of their num ber as rep­ 
res entative of all the miners in the 
camp. Tills man lias perfect liberty to 
tak e up any grievance ou the part of 
the miners with any company official. 
Dan Morelli was elected under this 
scheme.

Although tho gov« rnnient has often 
been criticised for Ji 
policy with re­ 
gard to the building and maintenance 
of the levees designed to protect the 
lower Mississippi vallt v from damage 
duo to floods, the Mi D. ippi river 
Levee association, in a comprehensive 
booklet which it lias Ju t issued, tako 
the Stand that as far as th** govern­ 
ment has gone if has «bine very well. 
But much remains io be «lone. 
Every 
■I ring the river overflows its banks, 
and every few years there is a flood 
which inundates a v;i t acreage, ruin 
ing crops, homes and cities. The prin- 
«ipal danger is at b< n«l 
in lb«’ river.

of the restraint imp«)' * <i by bends and 
strikes out cross country. It is shown 
I in the association’s booklet that it is

tent that tho river ran be held

From old documents it 
is shown 
I that since 1712 the river has been 
1 indulging in 
these rampages.

problem became so serious with the 
I advance of population westward that 
the Mississippi river commission was 
j created by an act of congress of Jun 
2X, 1S79.

j posed of seven members, three from 
I th«* United States army, one from the 
j coast and geodetic survey, and three 
from private life. 
The commission’s 
' investigations and 
recommendations,
